The English mercthants have heen
startled by the heavy Inroads being
made by Americans into their trade
with the British colony at Cape Town,
and there is much talk of combination
to repress this, Consul General Stowe,
at Cape Town, in a report to the state
department, points out some instances
of the success of American enterprise
in that line of recent occurrence, Two
orders for American rafls and tubing,
amounting to 2,600,000, have just
been placed at a price 20 per cent be-
low DBritish quotations, and, the
Scoteh makers refusing to make the
tubes as long as required, the order
went to America. A large match fac-
tory is being erected in Cape Town to
use American machinery.

The interstate commerce commission
was defeated in the United States eir-
cuit court of appeals sitting in New
York. The decree was in the cases of
the commission versus the Western &
Atlantic Rallroad company in one case
and the Clyde Steamship company ef
al in two others, In 1801 the commis-
sion sought to enforce its regulations
respecting freight charges from points
north of the Ohlo river and seaports
north of Charleston to southern points,
¢laimine that the railroads had no
right to diseriminate against certain
points  in  favor of others which
brought a lpnger haul, The railronds
ignored the ruling of the commission,
and the latter sought an injunction
from the United States cirenit court
in the northern district of Georgip,
but lost, The cirenit conrt of appeals
todny upheld the declslon of the lower
court.
